According to Alan Margo, owner 
of Communication Engineering 
company in Porterville, who in- 
stalled the system, the whole thing 
is just as simple as two and two. 
A radio transmitter is located at.a 
control point inside the irrigation 
district; a mile and a half away 
is a receiver that operates a re- 
versible motor that in turn opens 
or closes a valve to regulate flow 
of water from the Friant Kern,

Necessary action aimed at elim- 
ination of the Meyer lemon from 
citrus producing areas of central 
California may be taken by the 
state legislature in the 1956 ses- 
; Slon. 

This was indicated Friday in 
Lindsay at a public hearing before 
a sub-committee of the joint legis- 
lative committee on Agricultural 
and Livestock problems, where it 
was shown from testimony that 
the Meyer lemon is a host plant 
to the quick decline virus and that 
this tree should be removed from 
and kept out of citrus producing 
districts. 

It is expected that the sub-com- 
mittee, headed by Assemblyman 
Pat Kelly of Bakersfield, will rec- 
ommend to the full committee that 
the legislative counsel and the of- 
fice of the state attorney general 
draw up necessary amendments to 
the agricultural code so that 
‘|Meyer lemon trees can be legally 
removed; it is also expected that 
an effort will be made to get the 
legislation enacted in the 1956 
legislative budget session. 

The Meyer lemon is not a com- 
imercial variety of lemon, although 
‘many trees are being grown in 
yards throughout central Califor- 
nia. Of eight Meyer lemon trees 
from Tulare county tested at the 
Riverside experiment station, four 
| were found to carry the quick de-

Conservation 
Loans Available 

More than $19,800,000 has been 
borrowed by American farmers for 
soil and water conservation since 
this type of credit was made avail- 
able about a year ago, John D. 
Webster, Farmers Home adminis- 
tration supervisor for Tulare and 
Kern counties, said this week. 
Farmers used the loans to improve 
their farms and increase the effi- 
ciency of their operations. 

In recent months the Visalia 
office has received an increasing 
number of applications for the 
purchase of sprinkling systems 
from farmers in Kern and Tulare 
counties who wish to change their 
method of irrigation in order ‘to 
more fully utilize and conserve 
their existing water supply. 

Sixteen loans have been made in 
Tulare county in a total of $55,- 
940,000. Individual loans ranged 
from $1,000 to $13,000, with ‘an 
average loan of $3,440.00. 

Details about soil and water 
conservation loans may be obtain- 
ed from the Farmers Home admin- 
istration office located at 129 E.

As modern as this method is, it 
is still not perfect. At present, Mr. 
Margo and Mr. Lanning are work- 
ing on a plan to eliminate even 
the man who pushes the switch. 

They seek to do this by use of 
a standpipe float which will make 
contact with metal plates inside 
‘the standpipe, this contact operat- 
,ing the broadcast switch. These 
,metal plates would be placed at 
proper points so the water level in 
;the standpipe would remain at a 
height necessary to hold the prop- 
er flow of water through the lat- 
eral line. 

But actually, installation is not 
as simple as it sounds, for there is 
a time lag in operation. It takes 
from 15 to 25 seconds for a change 
in water volume at the control 
valve to be reflected in the stand- 
pipe a mile and a half away, so 
there is a tendency, during this 
time lag, for the float to bounce 
around a bit, as it makes an ad- 
justment before the effect of the 
adjustment previously made reach- 
es it. 

But this is the push button age, 
and there is little doubt but that 
this problem will be taken care of. 

There is really nothing preten- 
tious about the radio control sys- 
tem to the casual observer — just 
a small metal box at the control 
point and another at the valve, 
each with a short antenna on top. 

Inside the boxes, there are a 
couple of million (more or less) 
wires’ and connections and tubes 
and such, but it’s Mr. Margo’s job 
to worry about such things as 
that. To the layman, the system 
may be even a little disappointing, 
for, after hearing about the won- 
ders of the modern control of wa- 
ter by radio, all that’s visible is 
a couple of boxes and a small elec- 
tric motor hooked to a water valve 
by a chain drive. 

But the equipment,

work, is good enough so that Mr. |. 


Margo has installed similar de- 
vices at several Points along the 
Kings river above the Pine Flat 
dam and on Kern river above Isa- 
bella dam, to report hourly by 
radio code the water level of the 
river at each point.

and space for refrigeration equip- 
ment, with provision made 80 that 
spectators can watch the process of 
cow milking. 

A 12 feet by 50 feet coffee shop, 
set for 1956, is planned for the 
fair’s cafeteria; five existing barns 
will be remodeled to better ac- 
commodate junior exhibitors, also 
set for 1956, and in the same 
year, three permanent concession 
stands are planned. 

For 1957: or 1958, the following 
construction is included in the 
five-year plan: A fountain to 
beautify the main grounds en- 
trance; a cooling unit for the ma- 
chinery display building; a 60 
feet by 180 feet junior exhibitor 
building, and five new horse barns, 
120 feet by 36 feet. 

In addition, an accustical sur- 
vey and installation of accoustical 
materials is planned fér the home 
economics building and the new 
commercial building; 15 existing 
horse barns will be moved from the 
south end of the fair grounds to 
the east side; a roof will be placed 
over bleachers adjacent to the 
fair’s grandstand and the poultry 
building will be reroofed, the lat- 
ter possibly in 1956.
